NURSE 1S SLAIN 
BY LARGE STONE 
HURLED AT HEAD 


Body of Miss Elsie Bar- 
thel Found Huddled Un- 
der Carriage Entrance to 
Old Mansion. 


Pittsburg, Pa., October 7.—The 
body of Miss Elsie Barthel, 2, a 
nurse, brutally murdered, the police 
believe, was found today outside an 
abandoned house near the Homeopath- 
ic hospital. Her skull had _ been 
crushed by a blow from a blunt in- 
strument. Miss Barthel was last seen 
early Saturday evening when she left 
her home to take’a short walk, 

The body was found beside one of 
the pillars of the covered carriage en- 
trance at one side of the house. Be- 
side the body was a stone about 15 
inches square and wefghing about 50 
pounds upon which blood was found. 
The young woman had been struck 
twice. The first time, the police re- 
pert, the stone was hurled at her 
and the second time it was dropped 
upon her head after she had fallen. 
A fresh sear on one of the pillars 
led police to believa that it was 
thrown with such force the first time 
that it struck the pillar after hitting 
Miss. Barthel. 

The house, an old structure, known 
as the “old Hussy mansion,” had 
been used as an automobile wrecking 
establishment and the body was dis- 
coveréd when an automobile owner en- 
tered the place to look at a machine 
he had left there. He notified the 
police and after an investigation a 
tnxi driver was taken into custody 
for questioning in connection with the 
case, His name was withheld. 

The body was identified by R. 8. 
Marshall, who told the police Chat 
Miss Barthel had been employed br 
him for four years in the capacity of 
a purse, He could advance no mo- 
tive for the kiNing, nor could the 
femily of the young woman.

TEUES MUST PAY 
OR STAND GAFF, 
SAYS POINCARE 


Declares France Will 
Stand Until Germany 
Comes Thru on Repa- 
rations.

Paris, October 7.—In what was 
widely aceepted as a _ reference to 
Lloyd George, Premier Poincare told 
a “former premier’ Sunday that 
France is going to stand pat until 
paid. 

“A former premier of the allies has 
undertaken weekly newpaper articles 
in a campaign against France,” 
Poincare declared in a _ speech ,at 
Pierre-Fitte-Sur-Aire. “But there are 
many people in France—and I am 
one of them—who will not rest tran- 
quil until Germany has effaced all 
traces of her passage through our 
territary, and her crimes” 

Showing that he does not believe 
that cash payments will be forthcom- 
ing from Germany at any immediate 
date. Poincare referfed to a new 
loan which will be floated for the 
devastated regions. 

“T am confident that all good citi- 
zens will subscribe to the loan. he 
said. “It is necessary for a most press- 
ing program.” 

In a later speech at Ligny-En-Bar- 
rots, the French premier referred to 
the Rhineland separatist movement, 
denouncing the German police for at- 
tacking the crowd of separatist dem- 
onstrators at Dusseldorf, which in- 
cluded women and children. 

Defending the conduct of the French 
army of occupation toward the Ger- 
man nationalist propaganda, he 
pointed out that the Germans killed 
at Dusseldorf were slain by German 
police and not French soldiers, 

He Is fIronical. 

Poincare irorié¢ally discussed the 
German cabinet crisis, declaring that 
the Germans even attributed the cri- 
sis to France. 

“They feel that we should have 
accepted vain words and contradictory 
measures instead of money,” he said. 
“We should have believed that Germany 
opposed passive resistance when the 
persons engaged in passive resistance 
were being paid by Berlin. In reality 
it was when the inhabitants of the 
occupied area protested against pas- 
sive reistance that Berlin yielded. Then 
she demanded concessions from 
France which it was impossible to 
consider. 

“France will continue to demand 
sure guarantees of total reparations. 
France is willing to consider German 
proposals when §t is certain that pas- 
sive resistance has actually ceased and 
arrears of deliveries in kind are. be- 
ing paid. : 

“We hold the Ruhr industries as a 
guarantee. Germany is trying to pre- 
vent their exploitation, but she can- 
not, for if she did so she herself 
would be paralyzed.’

Chicago, October 7.—The LlKev, 
Basil Stetsuk, Greek Catholic priest, 
was shot and killed by Mrs. Emily 
Strutynsky, of Remey, Pa., as she 
knelt before him, ostensi)!y to make 
a confession, at the nine e'clock mase 
at St. Michael's Greek Catbuite 
church here today. 

Mrs. Strutynsky declared to the 
police that the Rev. Stetsuk had ace 


‘cused her husband, himse'f a Greek 


Catholic priest at Remey, of mis- 
appropriating church funds while ke 
was minister to a Chicago congreg4a- 
tion. 

She declared the alleged charges 
were false and said she came to Chi- 
cago from Remey, nine days ago for 
the express purpose of slaying the 
priest to uvenge what she believed 
the wrong to her husband. She went 
to church iast Sunday, she said, but 
the opportunity to kill the priest did 
not present itself and she decided to 
wait until today. 

Walks Down Aisle. 

About 300 worshippers sat in the 
pews of the church as Mrs, Strutyna- 
ky, heavily veiled, walked down the 
middle aisle, to the altar, and then 
to the confessional box, at the right. 
There, out of sight of the congreza- 
tion, she knait as though tc offer con- 
fession, but instead drew a pistol from 
the folds of her dress and fired five 
shots at the priest, standing before 
her. 

Two of the bullets passed throuzh 
his head. Exclaiming, “Oh, God help 
me,” the Rev, Stetsuk staggered to 
the main aisle and the steps of the 
church, where he collapsed. He died

of him.

Governor Walton apparently has en- 
trenched himself in his residence, 
from which all executive affairs of 
the state have been conducted for 
more than a month. The governor 
said he did not care to see press rep- 
resentatives and that his regular Sun- 
day conference with them had been 
cancelled. 

Legislative headquarters were like- 
wise quiet. W. D. McBee, who issued | 
a call for a special session of the 
house several days before the execu- 
tives call, returned to the capitol to- 
day. Other public leaders were not 
at the headquarters in a downtown 
hotel. 

“I'll be there.” was McBee’s only 
comment on the governors call for a 
special legislative session, effective a 
week before the special house call is- 
sued by McBee as a result of Tues- 
day’s election at which a constitu- 
tional amendment was adopted. 


Governor Walton’s call demanded 
investigation of the Ku Klux Klan in 
Oklahoma on the basis of testimony 
given before various military courts 
since August 16, last. 

Impeachment proceedings begun by 
the house and laid before the senate as 
a jury, may be legally instituted at any 
time, it is generally believed. The Wal- 
ton call, therefore apparently brings 
investigation of his own office one 
week nearer.

On Exhibit hoday 
At F air Grounds 


The public will be given an oppor- 
tunity this week to become better ac- 
quainted with different phases of Ked 
Cross work as shown by the Atlanta 
chapter exhibit in the Liberal Arts 
building at the Southeastern fair. 

The Red Cross booth is one of the 
most artistic at the fair, and shows 
in minature theater form the activi- 
ties of the organization in service to 
ex-service disabled men, home hygiene 
and care for the sick, first aid in the 
home and school, and life saving. 

Many individuals are yninformed 
as to the extensive Red Cross service 
incorporated in the peace time pro- 
gram. ‘The local Red Cross chapter 
alone handles on an average of 6UU 
cases a month giving some phase of 
help to disabled world war veterans 
and their families. .Jn connection with 
the chapter home service department a 
hospital committee is maintained with 
Mrs. J. E. Sommerfield as chairman. 
Working in co-operation with Mrs. 
D. M. Robinson, Red Cross medical 
liasion officer, stationed at the 
United States hospital No. 48 on 
Peachtree road, Mrs. Sommerfield and 
her committee supply sickbed dainties, 
cigarettes, automobile outings and 
other pleasures. 

There are two classes of disabled 
men seeking help from the Atlanta 
chapter who benefit by donatjons of 
clothing; first the man whose claim 
is being investigated by the govern- 
ment with a view to determining 
whether his present disability is con- 
nected with his army service. This 
type of man is often destitute and dur- 
ing the interval, long or short, that 
the government is compiling his claim, 
the Red Cross assists with food, 
housing and clothing. Red Cross as- 
sistance is terminated only after com- 
pensation checks begin to be paid. 

The other type appealing is the one 
who is ill enough to be hospitalized 
but whose claim for compensation 
has not been recognized by the govern- 
ment and he must therefore wait until 
adjustment has been made. In the 
meantime he becomes convalescent, but 
is not dismissed from the hospital. He 
is sufficiently well to sit up, go into 
the reading room of the Ked Cross 
hospital hut, walk in the hospital 
grounds, but being without money he 
is in need of many articles of clothing 
which the government does not fur- 
nish. The needs of these men must 
be met until their disability is -ad- 
mitted as service connected by the 
government. The Ret Cross again 
steps in and through the loan closet 
supplies contributes coat, pants, un- 
derwear, and other articles. An ur- 
gent appeal is now before Atlantan’s 
to send clothing to the Red Cross at 
249 Ivy street.

Drum Throbs No Longer 


KAISERINE SAYS BUGLE BLASTS ARE LOST 


In Kaiser’s Kindling Soul 


BY FERDINAND JAHN. 
Saabor, Silesia, October 7.—Bave- 
ria beats the war drum, and monar- 


chist Germany answers. Panoplied 
in the shining helmets, the gold and 
steel of the old regime, monarchist 
officers are rallying to the standard 
of revolt, training, marching, sin z- 
ing the old war songs, toasting, again, 
“The gg 

Northward the call goes forth—-a 
German monarch on the German 
throne, death of the young republic, 
defiance of France. Azainst this 
background Stresemann struggles to 
stem the swelling tide. 

It was with fresh pictures of a 
hungry, money-mad Beriin, torn by 
throes of cabirfet crisis, that I came 
to Saabor castle to ask Princess Her- 
mine, wife of Wilhelm II, whethar 
the war lord would answer the call, 
returning to a German throne or aid- 
ing his sons to restore the glory of 
the Hohenzollerns. 

Two days ago Germany thrilled ~t 
the word that Crown Prince Wii'- 
helm had left his island exile at 
Wieringen. as it in answer to 
word from ‘Munich? Was he plotting 
war plans at Doorn? Why had the 
kaiserin, leaving Holland. come to 
Saabor? ‘The presence of the wom- 
an who, if monarchist dreams come 
true, might be empress or empress- 
mother of Germany. 

Finds Her Knitting. 

Across the homelike-silent room a 
motherly, plainly-clad woman ert 
knitting. Her neat and simple drecs 
was of thick stuff suited to the ar- 
tumn air? Her stockings were of 
cotton. The yarns in her firm, cap- 
able hands were destined to become 
a sweater—for the poor of the vil- 
lage, she explained. 

Princess Hermine rose as I atep- 
ped across the room, and gracious'y 
offered her hand, in the European 
fashion, to be kissed. 

Then resuming her knitting she 
chatted freely, grave when she talked 
of the sorrows of Germany, grave 
still, but with a twinkle of amuse- 
ment in her eyes, as she spoke of 
reported plots which aimed at the 
return of the Hohenzollerns. 

Talking there, quietly, the visions 
of a return of the world lord faded; 
plots, conspirvcies, the mobilizaticns 
of *“‘steel helmets” and ‘“‘fascisti”’ seem- 
ed futile and far awa'y. Through her 
kind eyes I saw the real kaiser. 

Germany—and the world—can for- 
get pictures of a plotting war lord, 
pomp, glory, blood and iron as in 
other da?s. 

Plays No Politics. 

“No active politics are played at 
my door,’’ Princess Hermine answer- 
ed when asked what relationship the 
ex-kaiser had to the present crisis. 
“The greatest reserve is maintained 
there as to developments in Germany, 
It does not signify that we do not 
feel for the German peorle. It is 
to the contrary—”’—and Hermine’s 
voice carried sincere emotion—‘“VWe 
feel the German nation’s sufferings 
as though they were our own. 

“I view the German crisis with 
the deepest gloom. As you will re- 
eall, I told you when you visite? 
Doorn castle last spring that the 
situation warranted utmost pessim- 
ism. Today I must say that my dark- 
= fears already have been surpass- 
ed. , 
“Yet even toda'y I can searcely be- 
lieve that the climax has _ been 
reached, : 

“The collapse of the mark contin- 
ues. Apparently there is no hope of 
halting it. Unemployment and misery 
increase. . . .” 

She had spoken as if talking t» 
herself, seeing an inner vision of ner 
nation’s agony. Then she paused 
and looked up, answering the unasl:- 
ed question—what would the kaiser 
do. The answer was a shrug, the 
strangely vivid continental shrug of 
hopelessness. No solution could 
come from Doorn in the time of the 
people’s sorrow. The hands of the 
former monarch are tied. 

Speaks of Home Life. 

Turning to the family life of the 
Hohenzollerns, she revealed’ clearly 
that complete harmony exists between 
the kaiser and his children, She told 
how the crown princess and her 
youngest child had only left Saabor 
castle a few days ago, and added. 

“The crown prince is our cherish- 
ed guest at Doorn each month.” 

Hermine declared that the father 
and son had both enjoyed these brief 
interludes in the monotony of exile, 
and said that there were no differences 
between them on political questions,

Beer With Kick 
Is Bigger Danger 
Than Moonshine 


Chicago. October 7.—There is a 
greater evil in the beer “with a kick” 
than in moonshine whisky, accord- 
ing to a bulletin issued by Dr. Her- 
man N. Bundesen, Chicago commis- 
sioner of health. Both the boot'eg- 
ger’s “real” beer illicitly manufactur- 
ed and sold and the home brew sur- 
reptitiously coneocted in cellar and 
attic contain many dangerous pois- 
ons. the bulletin stated. 

Haste and improper methods of 
brewing produce a variety of poisons 
in improperly made beer, accordinz 
to the bulletin. Numerous cases of 
metal poisoning have been traced jdi- 
rectly to illicitly-made “real’’ beer 
or beer to which a “spike” has been 
added, Dr. Bundesen said. Home 
brew may contain‘ arsenic, lead and 
copper in sufficient quantities to pro- 
duce violent illness and even death. 
he said. 

Ether and “@enatured alcohol are 
frequently adgvd as a “spike” to near 
beer by bootlezgers, who sell the 
adulterated product as “real’’ beer. 
the bulletin stated. Drinking such 
beer restricts effort of will. 


SOUTHERN POWER 
COMPANY SEEKING 
RATE INCREASES 


Charlotte, N. C., October 7.—(Spe- 
cial.)—The Southern Power company 
can not continue its building program 
under the present conditions, high 
corts of building materials, equip- 
ment and labor, unless it is given a 
higher rate for its product, W. 8S. Lee, 
vice president of the company, stated 
Friday in an address before the Civi- 
tan club of this city, 

“Under present building costs the 
company can not pay dividends on 
new plants at the prevailing rate for 
power, and since it “ean not pay 
dividends it can not get the capital 
to finance new projects,’’ he said. 


“The state corporation commission 
took over the fixing of power rates 
two years ago. At that time the pow- 
er company asked for a rate 20 per 
cent higher than the rate finally al- 
lowed ,but accepted the rate as fixed. 
Since that time it has completed one 
huge new hydro-electric plant and wil) 
complete another by the first of the 
year. It is also building two large 
auxiliary steam plants. What the at- 
titude of the corporation commission 
will be no one knows, but in war 
period of rising prices it was liberal 
in granting increases asked for by 
public service corporations. The sen- 
timent of the state will back up any 
increase necessary to continue the 
building program, sihce there are 
many demands for more power that 
can not be furnished unless the build- 
ing program continues.”

Death Ends Record 
Career in Office 
Of Judge Williams 


Jadge J. F. C. Williams, who died 
Wednesday night at Hamilton, prob- 
ably enjoyed the unique distinction 
of hulding longer one elective position 
than any other Georgian, and it 18 
doubtful if many’men in the United 
States even served longer than he did. 

In April 1868 he was elected ordi- 
mary of Harris county and served con- 
tinuously from the following Septem- 
ber to the date of his death, more 
than 55 years. 

It is said that not one decision 
rendered by him was ever reversed by 
an appellate court and that very few 
appeals were ever taken to his de- 
cisions. 

During the Civil war he was a mem- 
ber of Company H, Sist Georgia, and 
became its captain. lle was with 
General Lee throughout many of the 
Virginia campaigns and served for a 
long period under General Clement A. 
Evans. The Confederate’ veterans’ 
camp at Hamilton bears his name. 

Returning from the war he went 
to Hamilton, where *he was born in 
1840, and entered courageously into 
the tasks of reconstruction. A life- 
Jong democrat he was elected ordinary 
during those troublesome times and 


never had opposition for that office | 


He knew personally most 
of the great men of Georgia, and 
was the friend of many of them, in-

FIRE PREVENTION WEEK. 
During the week of October 7-13 


‘people all over the United States 
are being subjected to a compre- 
hensive educational campaign de- 
signed to bring abcut a reduction In 
the enormous annual loss of life and 
property through preventable fires. 

For many years the idea of fire 
prevention was apparently ignored 
by the general public, the common 
theory holding that more or less 
ample means for extinguishing fires 


was of greater importance, 

The insurance underwriters, how- 
ever, have always placed fire pre- 
vention ahead of fire protection on 
the time-tried principle that an 
ounce of prevention is worth a 
pound of cure. 

A few years ago through the in- 
fluence of the National Fire Protec- 
tion association, an. organization 
composed of national institutes, 
societies and associations interested 


erty against loss by fire, took up 
prevention also and in cooperation 
with the insurance forces succeeded 
in having October 9, the anniversary 
of the big Chicago fire, established 
in various states as Fire Prevention 
day. In 1921 practically all state 
governors recognized the day and 
its objects by official proclamation. 

Last year the idea was further 
emphasized through a proclamation 
from President Harding, as well as 
one by all state governors. In most 
cases the day had been extended to 
a full week. Early in 1923 the 
Chamber of Commerce of the United 
States came out strongly in favor of 
fire prevention and through its in- 
surance department developed plans 
for a nation-wide campaign among 
the thousands of local. chambers 
which form its membership. Presi- 
dent Coolidge and the governors 
have formally indorsed the plan. 

The Atlanta chamber appointed a 
fire prevention committee and that 
body has prepared * program which 
Should receive the hearty coopera- 
tion of every person in the city. 
The reduction of the fire loss is a 
matter of public interest and con- 
cerns every unit of our population. 
While it is hopeless to assume that 
all fire loss may be eliminated, the 
record covering a long period of 
years over the entire United States 
shows that at least seventy-five per 
cent can be saved through pyeven- 
tion methods. 

The total fire loss in the United 
States in 1922 was over $525,000,- 
000 and nearly $400,000,000 out of 
that big sum might have been saved 
had ordinary precautions been 
taken to guard against fire. Over 
45,000 lives were lost in fire dis- 
asters last year. Just how many of 
these deaths were in risks where 
carelessness prevailed is not known, 
but if they were in the same propor- 
tion as the number of preventable 
fires, some 11,000 were wiped out 
through criminal negligence. 

Carelessness 
danger is largely due to ignorance 
and without doubt the effect of the 
educational campaign during fire 
prevention week will arouse the 
public interest to an extent that will 
carry the idea throughout the Year. 

Every day should be fire preven- 
tion day. The fact that property 
lost by fire Is gone forever is a 
truism that is seldom given a 
moment’s thought by the average 
person. Money indemnity recovered 
through insurance does not trans- 
pose the ashes of burned property 
into its former state. ‘Nature must 
be drawn upon for raw material, and 
brain and brawn as well as time ex 
pended in rebuilcing. The individual 
suffers only to the extent of his 
monetary loss over and above the 
-amount recovered through insur- 


he taxable .value of the burned 
property for all time. 

The lessohs sought to be incul- 
cated through fire prevention week 
programs are vitally essential to the 
public welfare. Every fire that de- 
stroys useful property is a public 
enemy and no one should be per- 
mitted to give it an opportunity to 
show its head. ‘a : 

Through spoken and printed 
warnings the people of Atlanta and 
the whole country will be urged to 
exert the utmost degree of care and

That agriculture in the United 
States 18 just now entering upon a 
new and most critical stage is the 
opinion of Orville M. Kile, writing 
in McClure’s magazine for October. 
He points to the fact that already 
we import more food, measured in 
dollars, than. we export. 

He adds that within a short time— 
estimated by experts at ten to 
twenty years—we shall cease to be 
a food-exporting nation, unlgss 
some extraordinary changes in 
methods and public policy are in- 
troduced. 

“Whether we shall preserve and 
develop a robust and virile agricul- 
tural population or whether our

during the next decade or two.” 


The writer finds, what is obvious 
to any Stuglent, that the failure of 
American agricultural production to 
keep pace with our population is 
due largely to a notable decrease in 
the rate of expansion of our arable 
areas. The fact is improved land 
increased barely 5 per cent during 
the decade 1910 to 1920, as com- 
pared to 15 to 50 per cent in pre- 
vious decades. : 

The war was no doubt a contrib- 
uting factor in this result, and also 
the call of industry that has ma- 
terially decreased that proportion of 
our population formerly engaged in 
farming as a buSiness. 

The American people have, until 
very recent years—since the war— 
been fed at a price below the actual 
cost of producing farm crops. Fail- 
ure Of agriculture to compete with 
the cities has caused rapid migra- 
tion from country .to City, until to- 
day only 40 per cent of our people 
live in the country, whereas three 
decades ago nearly two-thirds were 
classed as rural, Despite the use 
of improved machinery, improved 
seed and impreved farming methods 
crop yields per acre have barely 
held their own. The farmer today 
has constantly to fight the depreda- 
tions of new insects and plant dis- 
eases. Freight rates are high and 
must remain high until some radi- 
cal change is made in our transpor- 
tation system. 

The crisis can be met and it must 
be met. The remedy is both a gov- 
ernmental protection and encour- 
agement of agriculture and a greater 
cooperation between the business 
interests and the farmers, looking 
to improved community life, co- 
operative marketing, the establish- 
ment of home industries to utilize 
production—the development of 
roads, schools and all contributing 
factors to make country life at- 
tractive and worth while. If this 
is even at the expense of urban de- 
velopment the sacrifice must be 
made. There can be no permanent 
urban prosperity unless it {s backed 
up by a rural prosperity.

Let me urge that there be no 
changes in the books as now used. 

The system—or custom, or what- 
ever we may call it—of changing the 
whole line of books each year, er 
even any one of the books without 
adding to the efficiency of the schoo! 


taxes upon the people that has ever 
been imposed in Georgia. 


|in Georgia there are more than one 


| child in the public schools—perhaps | 


three or four. By retaining the same 
books for each grade from year to 
year the entire set of books used by 
the elder or most advanced child in 
a family may be used in succession 
by the next highest advanced the 
following’ vear, and so on, thus sav: 
ing large sums of money to each fam 
ily each year in the purchase of new 
books, and on the whole saving hun- 
dreds of thousands of dollars each 
year to the whole people. | 

The family with only one child 
may be able to dispose of the used 
books in ihe purchase of books for 
an advanced grade so long as the same 
grade schedules of books remain in 
force from year to year. 

When changed, however, as has 
been the custom or the system.,. or 
whatever it is, the books are useless 
when the year’s school work is over. 
Each year has brought a new school 
book tax without offset. 

There never hes “hicn a greater 
and a@ more uncalled-for,.and a more 
inexcusable levy upon the people of 


Georgia than that created and foster- 


ed through 
school books, 

All explanations to the contrary 
notwithstanding, the only purpose it 
has served has been to give somebody 
the opportunity to sell hundreds of 
thousands of dollars’ worth of new 
and untried books each vear to the 
parents of Georgia, and to make 
useless and thus valueless other hun- 
dreds of thousands of dollars’ worth of 
good, serviceable school books at the 
Same time because of being outlawed 
from the schools. 

That will not do!? 

The time may come when Georgia 
will furnish free school bcoks to the 
pupils of the public sechools—certain- 
ly in the primary gtades—but unti! 
that time tet the Georgia School Book 
commission take the people’s interests 
to heart, and let the books that are 
used now go as far and do as much 
service as practicable. 

Indirect taxation is far more seri- 
ous than direct taxation; one in- 
vests in the services of government: 
the other is the penalty generally of 
inexperience, waste and extravagance,

It is not coming through polities, or 
politicians—or even’ legislation. Crop 
values in the state this year are esti- 
mated at $240,000,000 as against 
$211,000,000 in 1922, and $177,000,- 
000 in 1921, 

The cotton crop value this year is 
around $120,000,000 with approx- 
imately 700,000 bales, whereas it was 
not greater than this when Georgia 
made 2,000,000 bales and more. 

The state’s poultry production this 
year will bring fully $5,000,000 
in cash in addition to the poultry 
products valuation of fully $10,000,- 
000 consumed by the growers—and 
yet that is only a drop in the bucket 
to the value of the poultry products 
brought into Georgia from _ other 
states. 

It shows the fendency, however, 

It shows the gradual emancipation 
that the Georgia farmer is working 
out for himself. 

There were 12,000,000 pounds of to- 
bacco grown in Georgia this year— 
most of it of a fancy variety. It has 
put Georgia in the fourth place in to- 
bacco production in this country. 

And yet, in the face of all these 
stimulating facts, conditions in rural 
Georgia on the whole are deplorable. 

There has been much to overcome. 

It cannot be done in a year or two 
or three. 

And again the better economic con- 
ditions are not generally, or properly 
distributed. That is the point to 
which we must work, and it will 
take work. 

Nothing but the force of an un- 
selfish desire to help—to help in this 
great task of a better distribution of 
Georgia’s improving economic rural 
conditions—could impel one to face 
the hardships of two nights on sleep- 
ing ca¥s to meet with a single group 
of Georgia farmers.

HEALTH TALKS | 


BY WILLIAM BRADY, M. D. 


NEURALGIA OF THE HEAD. | 


At first glance, neuralgia of the 
head suggests such terms as pneu- | 
monia of the lungs or gastritis of the 
stomach, yet neuralgia occurs’ in | 
mary places other than the head, 
though perhaps it is most common ‘n 
the head. 

When one complains of neuralgia, 
he usually means trifacial neura!zia, 
which is ache or pain felt in one or 
more branches of the trifacial. (fifth 
cranial) nerve. There are three main 
branches, one géing to the forehead, 
one to the upper jaw, one to the lower 
jaw; when the ache is confined to one 
branch only the victim of the neural- 
gia, should he thankful, just as a man 
feels when he falls and breaks an arm 
and a few ribs—thankful it isn’t bis 
neck. 

But to return to our neurology— 
and neurology is right, this time, for 
it means study of nerves. Neuralzia | 
means nerve ache or nerve pain. Neuw- 
ritis means nerve inflammation 
(whether atttended with pain or not). | 
Neurathenia means lack of nerve. 
strength or something like that—a 
hypothetical state, for, of course, 
nerves have no strength, and there is 
no such thing as nerve erergy or 
nerve power. Nerves are mere con- 
ductors of messages; they never pro- 
duce energy or power. That is a 
trite thing to say; yet so many deluded 
people fallinto the habit of assuming 
that there is such a thing as nerve. 
or nervous energy, and ihat one’s store’ 
of such energy may become exhausted 
when the “nerves run down”’—a sillv 
notion, if you have just a smattering 
of physiology—yet a notion which, | 
regret to confegs. some doctors still 
foster among their clients. 

Head or facial neuralgia varies in | 

verity from a. comparatively en- 
durable dull aching to that mest 
devastating of head pains, tic dolon- 
reaux, in which there are agonizing 
spasms of pain occuring suddenly and 
frequently during the attack. 

A great many people with neuralgia 
fondly imagine they ahve neuritis, | 
which, to the untutored, seems more | 
claasy, 

The old-timers really had little to 
say; so they used to ascribe neura!git 
to such conventional canses as the 4 
climate, cold, urie acid, anemia. rheu- 
matisnr and the like, eli_of which are 
now recognized as not true. Somebody 
hit upon the poetic fancy that anemia 
is a cause of neuralgia and expressed 
it as “the ery of the nerve for more

Sinus in- 
fection or other trouble within the 
nose is a frequent cause of facial neu- 
ralgia. ‘Tumors or other lesions in 
the brain, involving or pressing upon 
the centers from which the nerves 
arise, or upon the tracts or roots of 
the nerves, are sometimes responsible 
for neuralgia. Degeneration of the 
Gasserian ganglion of the trifacial 
nerve, is often responsible for the 
doloureaux and demands excision a? 
the ganglion for relief.

The record of General James Ed- 
werd Oglethorpe’s service to England 
aud his founding. of the colouy of 
Georgia was brought to light by Dr. 
Thornwell Jacobs, president of Ovgle- 
thorpe university, on his mission to 
England to gain permission to reinter 
the general's body in a suitable me- 
morial jn Georgia. 

The record was inscribed on white 
marble over Ahe tomb of Osiethorpe 
in All Sants’ church, Cranham, Es- 
sex county, England. The inscription 
was chiselled by Canel Lofft apparent- 
lv at the direction of the widow of 
Georgia's founder. Below it is a later 
memorial to Mrs. Oglethorpe. ‘The 
tablet will gbe reproduced when_ the 
two bodies are reinterred at Ogie- 
thorpe university. 

Ogiethorpe’s Achievements.

’ Peking, October 7.—(By the As- 
sociated Press.)—The Chinese cabi- 
net has issued a decree prolonging 
the life of parliament until succes- 
sors are elected to the present mem- 
bers whose terms would expire OUcto- 
ber 10. 

Following yesterday's election of 
Marshal ‘sao Kun as president, there 
‘was an overnight exodus of Tsao’s 
adherents for Paotingfu, his head- 
quarters, preparatory to a triumphal 
entry of the president-elect into 
Peking now set for October 10. 

Reports reached Peking today that 
preparations for the presidential -elec- 


(tion were not as smoothly made as 
}some had supposed and there also ex-

|Wu Pel Fu and Chang Tsao-Lin will.| 


receive the election. 

Wu, powerful military commander 
of Chihli province, in. which Peking 
is located, on the eve®of the election 
telegraphed the acting premier, warn- 
ing against government indorsement 
of an arbitrary extension of the 
present parliament beyond October 
10. Wu also is reported to have said 
that if the election were legally con- 
ducted and before the tenth -he would 
offer no opposition to it, but that 
otherwise he would regard it as in- 
valid. What he will do is problemati- 
cal. Chang, it is said, circularized the 
provinces cautioning against making 
the election a plaything and against 
the election of “an unqualified per- 
son.” <As tuchun of Fengtien and 
inspector general of the three eastern 
provinces Chang commands a leading 
position. :

He describes the use of more than 


these are camphor, mapthalene. cold 
storage, sulphur fumes, cedar chests, 
hot water, latfndry soap, gasoline, 
benzine and kerosene.

“eannot be placed on the value of 
frequent brushing, beating, sunning 
and cleaning of articles subject to 
clothes-moth attack. The eggs of 


clothes-moths are delicate and can 
usually be crushed or dislodged by 
brushing and beating. Pay special 


‘attention to crevices, seams and pock- 
(ets. Sunning is a valuable aid in 
{control wark. In articles laid away, 
moths are much more likely to con- 
centrate upon soiled spots if these 
have not been removed. Brushing and 
beating usually remove or kill the 
larvae of worms. If clothing is thor- 
oughly brushed every two weeks, it 
is doubtful if moths can affect it se- 
riously. Carpets and rugs cleaned by 
strong vacuum cleaners and thorough- 


cally cleaned, are freed from infesta- 
tion if the work is properly done.”
